He enter- 
ed the banking business at the 
age of 18 with the Merchant Bank 
of Canada, later taken over by 
the Bank of Montreal, and has 
been with it ever since. During 
the war he was associated with 
Mr. George W. Spinney, president 
of the Bank of Montreal from 
1942-1948 in arranging the domestic 
financing of Canada's war effort. 

Mr. Smith, born in Sheffield, En- 
gland, was educated at Oxford 
where he won a BA In chemistry 
at Balliol College. During the war. 
he held the important position of 
vice-president and general mana- 
ger of Defence Industries Limited, 
C-I-L's wartime subsidiary for 
which he was awarded a CBE in 
1944. His present positions include 
chairman of the board and chief 
executive officer of the British 
Newfoundland Corporation Limited, 
and director in numerous compa- 
nies including Dominion Rubber 
Company Limited and Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company,

Mr. Lalng'is a native of Mont- 
real and received his éducation at 
Marlborough Coljege, England, and 
at McGill where he received a 
Bachelor of, Arts degree in 1935.

the Advance Organization of Uni- 
ted Nations delivered the opening 
address. He emphasized that his 
group was not engaging on a hung- 
er strike.

Schafer began by stressing that 
the fast was aimed at promoting 
a "closer relationship between 
human beings, based on mutual 
respect."

DEDICATED TO IDEAL 
Schafer announced that he has 
dedicated his life ' to this ideal 
and he will "strive with all moral 
force" at his disposal to further 
its achievement. "Brotherhood", he 
said, "is love so deep that disa- 
greements, differences,, ldeosyn 
crasles do not affect it. He ap 
pealed to all people as individuals 
or in groups to form "Preparatory 
Commissions" in their communi- 
ties. Hundreds of .humanitarian or- 
ganizations are actually compet- 
ing with each other. Much of their 
efforts are wasted, Schafer stress- 
ed. The only way for the leaders 
to show their greatness Is to Join 
together and work as one company.

Some Realities of Disarmament 



ri. Fetters In Our Nest 

The amendment of the "Canadian Constitution" is . i 
surrounded by much confusion and uncertainty. Eminent 
leaders, including professors in politics and in law at this 
University, have endeavoured to dispel this confusion. 
Their task was not rendered easier by yesterday's lead 
editorial in the Montreal Gazette. 

The editorial, dealing with Prime Minister Diefen- 
baker's expressed "desire" to nationalise the Canadian 
Constitution, contained the following paragraphs: 

, 'The federal Government, some 15 yeers ago, secured 

after a petition to tht British Parliament, tht right to amend 
tht eomtitollon (with certain limltttlom) "except ti regards 
matters coming within tht classes of sublets by this Act 
asslgntd exclusively to tht provincts. 

But this has Itft in unsatisfactory vaguantss thost metiers 
that do not stam to lit txclusivtly in tht federal or provincial 
arta. Nor dots it provtdt any method by which tht provincts 
may amend the constitution without recourse to Westminster." 

To begin with, there are technical errors contained . 
in the above passage. 

Firstly, the "petition" referred to was a joint add- 
ress of the Senate and House of Commons, not of the 
"federal Government". 

Secondly, the Act by which the Canadian Parliament 
obtained the amending powers cited was given royal as- 
sent on 16 December 1949, not "some 15 years ago". 

Thirdly, the portion of the Act quoted by the Ga- 
zette should read "...exclusively to the Legislatures of 
the provinces". 

But aside from all this, the substance of the editor- 
ial is itself partly misleading, and partly incorrect. 

It is true that the Parliament of Canada cannot 
amend the constitution with respect to "matters coming . 
within the classes of subjects assigned exclusively to the 
Legislatures of the provinces". The editorial might lead 
one to believe that there are limitations on the exception 
noted. This is not so. Parliament cannot amend any sub- 
ject falling within the exclusive legislative authority of 
the provinces. 

Furthermore, there are four other exceptions, all of 
great importance, to the amending power secured by Ot- 
tawa in 1949. For example, provisions regarding "the 
use of the English or the French language" are still un- 
alterable in Canada. The same holds true for "the requi- 
rements that there shall be a session of the Parliament 
of- Canada at least once a year." Other exceptions are 
mentioned in section 91(1) of the British North America 
Act. 

The Gazette goes ori to say that the 1949 Act did 
not confer upon the provinces any power to amend the 
constitution. This is quite true. But it is also misleading. 
In tïie first place, under section 92(1) of the B.N.A. Act, 
the provinces were given authority to amend the consti- 
tution of the province except as regards the office of 
Lieutenant-Governor. This power was limited by section 
129 of the same Act, part of which prohibited the pro- 
vinces from enacting legislation repugnant to Imperial 
statutes. 

The Statute of Westminster removed the limitation 
contained in the BNA Act, and since 1931 the provinces 
can amend their constitutions without limitation, except 
as. regards the office of Lieutenant-Governor. Because 
this broad power was already possessed by the provinces 
before 1949, it is not surprising that the Act did not_ 
increase provincial amending authority. In seeming to" 
imply that it should have, the Gazette was misleading. 

Despite the progress already made in nationalising 
the amending -procedure of Canada's' 'constitution, the 
fact remains that our legal sovereignty is not complete. 
It Is a matter of embarrassment that this should still be 
to today, almost one hundred years after Confederation. 



Perhaps tht key Issue of our 
time Is disarmament. It is a po- 
werful, compelling Issue which 
strikes at the very root of a basic 
human tendency— to long for se- 
curity. For this reason many peo- 
ple are willing to push their ho- 
pes beyond the realities of the 
world situation. They cry : "ban 
the bomb"; "let us have 'unila- 
teral disarmament"', and so on, 
regardless of what these phrases 
Imply pragmatically. It is almost 
an inevitable result that such 
cries should ring out even louder 
now, for President Elsenhower's 
recent actions towards peace 
havt awaktned latent peaceful 
aspirations In man. 

We ought to be thankful that 
we have not yet deluded oursel- 
ves into that almost completely 
•pacificists frame of mind that 
characterized our elders between 
the • First and Second World 
Wars, nor does it seem likely 
that we shall in the near future 
adopt such an ostrich-like attitu- 
de. But real illusions do exist in 
to-day's mind concerning disar- 
mament. Some think that we can 
have total, or even substantial, 
disarmament under the present 
situation. That is a mistake. The- 
re exist prerequisites that we 
must meet before we can con- 
template such a- move. 



First of all, substantial disar- 
mament cannot occur without 
including Communist China, for 
If the "Western World!' and Rus- 
sia disarm alone. Is it logical to 
assume that China will not use 
her military might to dominate 
other countries? We must extend 
diplomatic recognition to main- 
land China if we are serious 
about our disarming proposals, 
for there is not any hope what- 
soever that a self-conscious 
country that feels slighted under 
the present non-recognition policy 
of the United States and Canada 
will ever negotiate with us In 
good faith, especially concerning 
a problem of the magnitude and 
importance of disarmament. 

Secondly, will Russia agree to 
disarmament, which would Inclu- 
de her military forces, if her sa- 
tellites wert not secure? With 
tht embarrassing uprising In 
Hungary in their minds, one 
doubts that the Russian leaders 
would agrea to an abolition of 
armed forces. Therefore, we 
must decide : do we want , to 
continue to keep up tht hopes of 
"democrats" in Eastern Europe 
by seditious broadcasts, such as 
"The Voice of America", and do 
we want to keep applying pressu- 
re on satellite countries, such as 



Eastern Germany, by riot reco- 
gnizing them? Or do we wish to 
help Russia consolidate her hold 
on these countries so that she 
will feel she can disband her 
army? 

Thirdly, if- Russia feels that 
under the status quo she can out- 
distance the Western Powers so 
much in the armaments race 
that she will eventually be able 
to wipe us out without fenr of 
retaliation, will Russia be willing 
to disarm? Could not satellites, 
armed with hydrogen bombs 
poised in space — ready for at- 
tack — together with anti-milssile 
missiles, give Russia the confi- 
dence she requires to press upon 
us a one-sided disarmament 
proposal-disarm or be destroyed? 

If we are serious about total, 
or even substantial disarmament, 
it would seem that among other 
things, we must erase three ano- 
malies In our present foreign po- 
licies. We need to recognize Red 
China, allow Mr. Krushchev to 
stabilize Eastern Europe, and 
push on our missile development 
at a faster rate so as, at least, 
to equal Russia's. Is this all 
strange, unacceptable? — no 
more so than is any disarma- 
ment proposal. ■

Just for a change, we thought that we would do a little 
blasting today. We wish to state, most emphatically, how 
ever that we never have, nor ever shall blast for the sake 
of blasting. Everything under this byline is strongly felt 
by this observer, and has been, and shall be, written in the 
hope of correcting some wrong which is thought to exist. 

SECOND OP A SERIES OF ATHLETIC BLASTS 

McGill coaches have cultivated a somewhat distinc; 
reputation among the athletes of McGill University, 
great many of them are thought to be incapable of coaching 
University athletics, and some of them have proven them' 
selves to be thoroughly uninterested in their coaching jobs 
Simply by keeping our eyes and ears open over the past 
four months, we have picked up interesting tidbits con- 
cerning our coaches. A few, we are happy to say are 
keen and able. Bert Light, the boxing coach, is aUvays on 
qur necks, fighting for space so that he can improve the 
boxing ranks. We appreciate this. ' 

However the examples of poor coaching are far more 
plentyfull. The majority of athletes of more than one 
major sport think that the man they know as coach does 
not deserve that title. In many cases, the Athletics Office 
has failed to realize that the calibre of McGill's athletic 
competition approaches the top in Amateur Canada. They 
have not chosen coaches with this in mind. 

FOR INSTANCE... 

Thirty McGill students were thoroughly disgusted with 
proceedings at the McGill Winter Stadium early in No- 
vember. It seems that the coaches present were able to 
decide just who they thought was Intercollegiatè calibre 
after watching them for about 10 minutes each. It'shouh 
be remembered that this was probably the first time of 
the season on thence for many of the boys. We hate to 
make the comparison, but at Toronto a few years ago t 
close to a hundred playera were allowed to practice for 
more than a week before anyone was cut. The excuse 
given this observer was that any man who has not made 
nis name before he comes to McGill, or as an Intermediate, 
will not make the team. Interesting ! 

The thirty boys cut that night were asked to return 
to Intermediate practices. I wonder how many did, or for 
that matter, how many will have anything to do with 
Intercollegiate Athletics at McGill ever again. 

Certain minor sports hold no practices, yet an Inter 
collegiate team is entered each year. 

Far worse are the coaches who are interested in filling 
the ranks with the first facçs to walk through the door, 
or familiar faces. It is no secret that some Intercollegiate 
Athletic teams are "closed" groups. You must know 
Bomeone to break in. 

Many of our coaches must be condemned for lack of 
ability, not lack of interest. This is un unfortunate situa- 
tion, for we are fond of many of these individuals. The 
point is, however, that they do not belong here. Many 
are naturally complacent, while others just do not know 
enough about coaching their particular sport. 

An ex-Daily Sports Editor reminded us of the fan 
tastic degeneration of McGill coaches over the past £ 
years. Think back ; times have changed. Certain players 
actually played only because of the coach then. 

If a shortage of cash is a problem, then this column- 
is directed to the source of that money. If this is not the 
case, then someone, please, start firing and hiring. Our 
athletic potential is not being properly developed, and will 
not be properly developed until something is done con- 
cerning the athletic training programme at this university.
